All of tlie various efforts to set up control m echan­ 
ism for walnut grower* of California and the Pacific 
Slope, seem to be of somewhat dubious effect, in the 
fact of huge production and foreign importation. 
True, this year's control board edict, throwing only 
65 per cent, of the current crop onto the market and 
sending the rest into shelled walnuts and other prod­ 
ucts not. competing directly with whole nuts, will 
keep the price somewhere near where it was last. 
J ear, but growers still will stand about, where they 
were last jear. as far as profits are concerned. 
The growers this year, in order to m ake about 
what tlv.'.v did last season, will base to handle near­ 
ly one-third more walnuts, according 
to 
Andrew 
Smilev, m anager of the Richland W alnut Associa­ 
tion of Orange, and other experts. 
Growers will r e ­ 
ceive about 8 cents per pound after production and 
sales expenses are deducted. 
State production this year will exceed all previous 
w alnut crops by from 12 to 15 per cent,
